Majority, 
the Government has ‘managed to 
secure the Legislative ‘Council's’ as- 


of the Salaries Commission's Re- 
port. Despite popular opposition 
as expressed in the’ columns of the 
4 Press and, by the leaders of trade 
and industry after a careful study 
of the proposals, the Colony has 
been committed to'a scheme: which 
involves'a huge increase in the cost 
of Government . and necessitates 
very considerable taxation of a com- 
munity which is already hard hit: 
by the rise in living costs. The 
fact that’ the Unofficial Members 
of the Council, excepting the two 
members of the Commission who

eapient value exceeding: five thou- 
sand dollars, or an annual value 
exceeding five hundred dollars, un- 
less with the written consent of 
the parties”. Section 3 of thé 
Ordinance défines the. term “land” 
in such a way that in some cases 
at least it may include rent. 


The question arises whether the 
term has this meaning in the 
above passage, and that the Land 
Officer hus jurisdiction to decide a 
claim for arrears of rent up to the 
totul amount of five thousand 
dollars 


If the term “land” in the above 
passage does not inelude “rent”, 
then’ the -Land Officer has no 
jurisdiction to decide, a claim for 
arrears of rent if either (a) the 
physical land has a capital value 
exceeding five thousand dollars o1 
(b) the annual rent exceeds five 
hundred dollars, 


If the Land Officer hag jurisdic- 
tion the jurisdiction of the Supre- 
me Court is ousted by section 24 
of the Ordinance. Different 
opinions have been, expressed as 
to whether the term “land” does 
or does not include rent in the 
above passage. . 

Accordingly, a landlord may he 
in doubt as to his proper remedy, 
and in case of difference of opinion 
between, the two jurisdictions .he 
may be left without any remedy 
at all. In the case of ‘New Kow- 
loon this position is of less im- 
portance, because a landlord has 
now a remedy in New Kowloon 
under the Distress for Rent Or- 
dinance, 1885, as amended by the 
Distress for Rent Amedment. Or- 
dinance, 1928. In the New ° Ter- 
ritories other than New Kowloon, | 
howéver, there is no machirfery for 
distraint. 

This Ordinance is intended to 
resolve ‘the above doubt. - The 
effect of paragraph (b) of the 
proviso fo be-inserted by section 
2 of this Ordinance is that the 
Land . Officer will clearly ~ have 
power to: decide claims to arrears 
of rent so long a3 the monthly 
value of the rent does not exceed 
$500 and so long as the . total 
claim does not exceed $1,600. °

MEMORANDUM EXPLAINS. THE 
TOTAL. RECEIPTS. 


THE EMPIRE'S SHARE. 


: London, June 20. ' 

A memorandum on the British 
recepts from German reparations 
under ‘the Hagué Agreements is 
issued. The memorandum ‘ex- 
plains that the total annual re- 
ceipts of the United Kingdom com- 
prise firstly the share which, the 
United Kingdom is entitled to re- 
ceive out of the German annuities 
prescribed in the expert’s report. 
The plan did not fix the exact 
amount of the United Kingdom's 
share, and only fixed the annuities 
‘payable to the British Empire as 4 
whol e. 

‘It was understood ‘that the in- 
tention of the experts was to pro- 
vide for the United Kingdom, dur- 
ing a period of fifty-six years, 
precisely the.annual amonnt re- 
quired to make up with our re- 
ceipts from inter-Allied debts, 
our war debt payments to the 
United States Government. and to 
provide an average sum.of £2,690, 
000 during a period of thirty- 


seven years for the rest of the| 


British Empire, this sum repre- 
senting approximately the full 
share which the rest of the Empire 
would have received on an.aver- 
age if the German annuities dur- 
ing the first thirty-seven years had 
‘in accordance 
with the existing percentage. 

It has been agreed that the 
British Empire share shall be 
divided between the United King- 
dom-and the rest of the Empire 
on this basis. The resulting. an- 
nuities payable to the United King- 
dom ‘have been communicated to 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments. 


These receipts represent only 
payments specifically provided. for 
in the expert's report. 


Secondly the United Kingdom 
will receive a cash: payment of 
102,000,000 -reichsmarks, or five 
million pounds, transferred by 
other creditor Governments, in 
order to cover the payment of the 
British debt ‘to the United States 
in 1929/80. 

Thirdly, there are annuities 
payable. for thirty-seven years to 

France,
